The young Gencral stresses the 
point that if mediation by peace- 
ful method were unnvailing, he 
will unhesitatingly resort to 
force. This action means check- 
ing Nanking’s pressure on the 
Northerners.

Splendid. Flights by 
Japanese Airmen.; — 


BERLIN TO TOKYO. | 


Enthusiastic Crowds Greet Airman 
As National Hero. 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Synchronising with Bromiey’s 
misfortune, the Japanese public 
are gratified at the success of the 
two flights of their own country- 
men, marking a noteworthy ad- 
vance over the previous Japanese 
aviation achievements, 

Seiji Yoshihara, ying a light 
Junker 'plane, left Berlin on the 
morning of August 20, and ar 
rived ot Tokyo ‘to-day, being 
greeted by an ‘enthusiastic throng 
momentarily as 2 National hero. 

For ten and a_ half days 
Yoshihara averaged over 1,000 
kilometres daily. 1t is claimed 
that this surpasses the average 
of Hinkler’s flight from Britain 


to Australia,

40,000 Spectators. 
HORROR-STRICKEN CROWDS. 


Chicayo, Yesterday.

young man known as the Bab (ie, 
Gate), who in J8l4 began to herald 
the advent of One greater than. 


‘himself, who should. inaugurate a 


New Era in religion and civiliza- 
tion, After some six years of 
noble and disinterested eifort he 
was martyred ut the early age of 
thirty-one, hig breast becoming the 
target of a thousand bullets. 

Its Founder was Baha'u'llah’ (ie. 
Glory of God) who, over sixty years 
ago, formulated the principles of 
thie Movement and proclaimed him- 
self as the One whose coming the 
Bab and all previous prophets lind 
foretold. © Like his predecessor he 
was bitterly opposed and persecut- 
ed. During forty years of exile 
and imprisonment he was chiefly 
engaged in committing to writing 
the Revelation of which he was the 
bearer, and in teaching and train- 
ing his followers, His last place 
of banishment was ‘Akka, in Pales- 
ting, where he passed away in 1892 
at the age of seventy five yeara. 

Its Expounder and Promoter was 
Abdul Baha (i.e, Servant of Baha), 
son of Baha'u'llah, who was ap- 
pointed by his father as the Centre 
to whom all Bahais should turn 
Ab- 
du'l Baha was the close companion 
and constant helper of his father, 
all of whose sufferings he shared. 
Ne remained a prisoner until 1908, 
when the old regime in Turkey was 
overthrown and all religious pri- 
soners were liberated. Ile had been 
an exile and a prisoner since ho 
was a Iittle boy nine years old 
After his liberation, he continued 
to make his home in Palestine, but 
made an extended teaching journey 
to Egypt, to Europe, British Isles 
and the United States. In London 
he spoke in’ Weatminater’ Church 
and In City Hall, Later he was 
knighted by the British Govern- 
ment for his. world tour toward 
universal peace. Sm

Since the passing away of Abdu’l 
Baha in 1021, at the age of seventy 
seven years, his grandson, Shoghi 
Eiendi in Haifa, Pacestine fe the 
Guardian of the Cause. The inter- 
national spiritual work will be 
under the direction of an Internn- 
tional Council, based indirectly on 
universal suffrage of the bellevers, 
but the Chairman of this ,Counell 
will be the Guardian,

Smashes That Must Not 
Happen. 


Tf all motorists and all walkora 
exercised due and proper care on 
the roads there would be searcely 
any accidents, declares Harold 
Pemberton, Lally Exproas Moter- 
ing Correspondant. They do not, 
and as w result the highways of 
Great Britain during the present 
senson ‘are taking to!l of about 
twenty lives each day. Something 
like 460 people in addition aro in- 
jured daily. Could there be a 
greater tragedy? 

If it-were unavoidable it would 
be bad enough. But twenty deaths 
a day due to someone's folly ip a 
state of ‘affairs that seems almost 
ineredible. 

Oficial statistics show that near. 
ly ninety per cent. of necidents are 
definitely avoldable—thnt is, they 
are duc to carelessness or reck- 
lessness, 

In most cases it takes two to 
make an aceldent, The careless or 
reckless driver may be the direct 
cause. Indirectly, in many cases, 
the other fellow {is also to blame 
for not realising that there are so 
many fools on the round, 

The article is not written with 
the purpose of frightening people 
off the ronds, The fact remains, 
in spite of the great growth In road 
accidents, that the careful driver 
and the careful walker can still 
proceed on their way without fear 
of meeting with disaster, 

Why, if accidents are avoiduble, 
Is the death-roll so great? This Is 
a riddle difficult to answer, Wo 
know many of the main causes of 
aveldents—cutting- $n passing on 
bends, jay walkers and go forth. 
But why people go on courting 
death by doing these things is 2 
tragic conundrum, 

Personally 1 think it is largely 
due to a lack of imagination. 
Official figures seem 60 impersonal, 
The driver who leaves in hig little 
motor-car to-day for a week-end by 
the sea knows that a large number 
of people ara killed dally on the 
roads, But he probably is little 
concerned — by ‘this. 
himself, “An accident is not likely 
to happen to me. | am far too 
clever a driver.” If he really is, 
his ontimism is justified, 

Few ‘people, unless they have 
actually seen a bad car crash, 
realise what it means—the awift- 
ness of it all, the terrific impact 
as the cars meet, the crashing of 
lass, the sliricks of the occupants 
and the rending of metal. 

* Accidents are far worse than 
they were because the speeds of 
cars have greatly increased, Many 
accidents to-day happen at train 
speed, 

A driver who has once seen a 
had accident ia immediately sober- 
ed, T have seen a whole stream of 
trafic brought to a ernw) after 
passing the debris of a car lying 
by the rvadaide. 

The umbulance station on the 
Kingston by-pasa road, manned at 
week-ends by two nurses In 
uniform, has a ood Influence on 
drivers, The spectaclo slows down 
the traffte by quite a number of 
milea an hour, The effect might 
be even greater if they had a sur-

’ CANUTE IN A CAR. ; PROBLEM OF NOISE. 


Forced: Off the Road 
Six Times. 


The motoring scason, now at its 
height, is presenting us with a 
new ‘problem—the difficulty _ of 
driving against tho trafic straam, 
writes Harold Pemberton, Dally 
Express Motoring Correspondent. 

A thrilling example was provid- 
ed recently. Probably tho largest

It was o good day for ft. 

Setting out from Brighton about 
10.30 am. I arrived im the quiet 
backwaters of Charing Cross at 
two o'clock and heaved a sigh of 
relief when entering the peace and 
quictude of the Strand, 


Athlcte’s Advantage. 

‘This driving against the traffic 
stream requires of drivers quali- 
ties that ure uot contained in the 
ordinary motoring manuals. First, 
you want a nice eye for road 
borders. You want to be able to 
distinguish at once long ‘grass that 
conceals a ditch and just | plain 
long graas with a firm subsoil. 

Kerbs and thelr heights aro also 
important, because you ought to 
have Jt clear in your mind at any 
time whether ft {s possible to seek 
refuge off the road with some de- 
gree of safety. 

If you are o bit of on athlete so 
much the better. You will be in 
u better position to abandon tho 
car and make a leap for safety 
when everything else fails, such as 
Jumming on’your brakes hard, aa- 
suming on easy attitude, and pre- 
tending to charga tho oncoming 
flow, or doing the Canute business 
by commanding the three-abreast 
drivers to receda into their. proper 
pobitions. . 

Personally 1 preferred the 
safety-first methods. When, be- 
tweon Handcross and Crawley, I 
saw a long line of traffic bearing 
down upon me stretching as far 
as the road horizon‘and seeming- 
ly occupying every bit of road 
space, | hugged the. road 
edge prepared to seck refuge at 
any second on the grasa. 


A Hotrowing Stretch. 

This narrow acction of the road 
was even more harrowing than tho 
wide stretch nearer Brighton, 
whero traffle boro down on my car 
sometimes four abreast. 

Vehicles in’ this narrower sece 
tlon were travelling im echelon 
fashion. There would be two cars 
abreast and o third with its bon- 


tho. firat opportunity presonted it- 
self—and In somo cases before. 

Within twelve miles Iwas forced 
six times to run over tho kerb or 
risk a collision, 


On a number of occasions I ro- 
fused to be shifted, though quite 
prepared to do #q If a real emer- 
yoncy arose. There was a grind- 
ing of brakes fram the opposing 
army of cars with tholy. noses 
neoping out ready to cut in. They 
scuttlod into tholr positions like 
frightenad rabbits and gonoral ro- 
criminations followed owing to the 
mix-up that ensued, ;

But the report goes on to say 
that this involves another problem, 
viz,: “the prevention of unduo dis- 
turbance of the night's reat” in the 
towns and villages en: route.” 

This is being very largely solved 
by the adoption on modern vehicles 
of features that make for increas- 
ed silonce and safety, For oxam- 
ple, the latest Commers, several 
flecta of which are already employ- 
ed.on night work, have giant 
pnoumatic tyrcs, 
gincs, and a gear-box with sllont 
third ratio. In additlan, officlent 
Nghting sets and four-wheel brakes 
that are exceptionally casy to 
operate tend to oliminate any ex- 
cessive use of the horn, ‘Altogether * 
the running of the up-to-date lorry 
is almoat aa silent and smooth as 


is well on the way to removal.

Contract.

Tarred Roads Pioneer, 


Recently the Automobile Club of 
France offered a banquet to Dr. 
Gugtielminettt in commemoration 
of the ploneer work he accomplish 
ed in favour of tarred rounds, 
Nearly thirty years ago Dr.

Removing The Head, 

One of the most certain ways of 
damnging the cylinder head gasket 
when “decoking” Is to lever the 
head off with screwdriver or chisel. 
This method of removing the head 
not only necessitates a new cylin- 
der head gasket, but very often 
taker longer owing to the fact that 
the head comes off slanting and 
will certainly jam. The simplest 
method ia to undo all the nuts one 
or two turns and thon—nfter tak- 
ing grent care to see that the mag- 
neto fa switched off—swing the 
engine. The compression is- very 
often enough to raise the head.

Breaklng ‘The Law, 


It is revealed by a White Paper 
insued by the Home Office that the 
aystem of cautioning motorists by 
letter for minor offences is grow- 
ing rapidly, During 1929. there 
were 266,414 motorists. detected in 
breaking the law, and 69,393 of 
these were cautioned. No fewer 
than 27,652 motorists were caught 
for reckless driving, 28,071 were 
prosecuted for exceeding the speed 
limit, and 76,623 for contravening 
the lighting regulationa. “Drunk 
In charge” cases numbered 1,780. 
38,885 motorists were caught with- 
out driving licences, and 30,851 
cars obstructed the trafic. 24,299 
silencers were Ineffective, as were 
18,344 — brakes, The sum* of 
£201,316 3s, 4d. was taken “from 
motorists, and, unfortunately, all 
the figures represent an Increase.

Human Aspects of the 
Question. 


We take the ‘following froma 
radio talk by Dr. Jullus Klein, As- 
sistant S tury of Commerce, 
US., on Americnn trate problems. 
In the course of an Interesting ad- 
dreas Dr, Klein said: 

TL apoke recently about the shock: 
Ing, distressing aituation with 
reapeet to the mounting toll of 
motor-vehicle secidents—and, too, 
about the vast commerelal lows (to 
suy nothing of the personal annoy- 
ance and inconventence) that arise 
from our relative failure to cope 
with the harassing problems of 
traffic congestion, 

Let us look for just a moment at 

-nome of the typleal problems that 

deserve consideration, They were 
concisely detined by the regent 
conference at Washington, On the 
subject. What is the relation, for 
instance, between motor vehicle 
trae and the, other existing 
transit fuedlities? What are the 
trends toward centralization or de- 
centralization in’ elttes, and what 
effect doo those trends have upon 
the stability of property values, 
upon the efficient conduct of bual- 
ness, upon Living conditions, and 
upon the public welfare generally? 
Those are the sort of questions 
that) omust) | be answered—and 
anawered correctly. 

In most ¢ street capacity 
must be ine id——but how are 
we to vo wbout it?) Shall we widen 
the existing main traffic streets— 
or develop new thoroughfares—or 
resort to double-deck | highwa, 
or introduce argaded or elevated 
sidewalks—-or go in for the con. 
struction of transit facilities Csuch 
ag subways or “Lh dines) that have 
the advantage of being “oll the 
vehicle-congested streets? 

A ventral Dusitess area iy suffer. 
ing, Jet us say, from severe traffic 
congestion--seme oof the — traflie 
being that ef persons whe 
retually have business in Chat 
area, while the reat oof it) is 
“through traffic concerned — only 
with gelting: across the city. In 
such a« situation, should we pro- 
coo to owiden the radial traille 
arterlus from Uhat central business 
urea, or should we construct. “by- 
pass” o routes (around the out- 
skirts) to relieve that central area 
of tralic that‘ really is not destin- 
ed there? 

We need to study questions with 
the utmost care, in the interest of 
Dusiness and oof personal con- 
venionce. We need ta investigate 
the relationship between the bulk 
of building and the intehsity and 
character of Jot occupancy, on the 
one hand, and, on the other, the 
density of traffic and the trans: 
portation requirements, 

The Conference at Washington 
two weeks nfo gave detailed atten: 
tion to the physien! facilities of 
streets and highways, and made a 
Jnrge number of outstanding — re- 
commendations, 1 will tell you 
only a few of these. Ax regards 
rural highways the Conference be- 
lieves that there should be space 
for parking, off the travelled 
‘portion—vither continuously ay at 
intervals of not more than 300 
feet, [ft emphasizes the need for 
a clear view of approaching vehi- 
vles for at least 600 feet on high- 
ways of primary importance, and 
this can be provided, it is felt, in 
to variety of ways—by contro) of 
private: advertising signs on the 
right of way oor on private pros 
perty near the highway, by remov- 
ing the view-olstructing — trees, 
ahrubs, and sloping banks, and by 
cutting down sharp hill-erests, 

We vome naw to the question of 
rajlroad grade crossings. A news- 
paper paragrapher remarked res 
cently that “some people buy autos 
mobile parta—while others live 
near railroad crossings.” But, 
seriously, something has got to be 
done about the situation that pro- 
-duces those tragic headings ' “Five 
‘Killed at) Grade Crossing” or 
“Train Killa Seven in Car,” which 
we see so often in the Press after 
a Sunday or a holiday. 


Elimination Suggestion,

In answer Ito the charge in Court, 
Ho pleaded that he was drunk on 
the morning of August 17 and did 
not know what he did, He did not 
remember attacking the woman, and 
vlaimed that he did not have any 
cause for doing so, He did not 
even Know how he came to fall into 
the harbour. 


Medical Evidence. 


The Magistrate adjourned — the 
case until yesterday in order to take 
medical evidence and tlso evidence 
of the harbour episode.

Effects of Immersion,

alon. When ho discovered that Ho 
wan the man alleged to have wound: 
ed the woman, he detained him and 
sont him to the Mental Nonpltal for 
observation.
